Claim 22 stands objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rew ritten m independent form including all the limitations ol the base claim and an\ 
intervening claims. Claim 22 has been cancelled with the limitation incorporated into base claim 
1 ~. Claims 1 -3. 5 and 7- lb are allow ed.

Claim 24 stands rejected under 35 I .S.C. lo2(b)as being 
allegedly anticipated by Xitkiiviima ct ul. (Japanese Patent No. 4053431 S3). Claim 1" has been 
amended to incorporate the limitations of cancelled claim 22 as stiggested by the l:\aminer. 
Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection and request w ithdraw al of same.
